The  idea  of  a  Xavier  Hall 
Rifle  Club  was  first  brought 
up  in  October,  1965  *  A 
constitution  and  rules  were 
drawn  up.

We  are  practicing 
charity  both  to  ourselves  and  to  God.  God  said  that  the 
greatest  commandment  is  to  love  God  and  to  love  your 
neighbor  as  yourself.  If  we  aren’t  quiet  when  our  neighbor 
wants  us  to  be  quiet,  we  can’t  expect  the  same  from  him. 
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
